Eischen, 
The Bulldog 


The lefty reliever exudes 
intensity — and that’s just 
what his teammates want 


SITTING ON A FOLDING CHAIR in 

the clubhouse an hour before game time, 
Nationals left-handed reliever Joey 
Eischen speaks softly and thoughtfully. 
If you ask him a question, he gives you 
the truth, not what he thinks you want to 
hear. And he answers every one. He talks 
about growing up without a father, how, 
as a kid, he spray-painted his Shetland 
Terrier blue, and about his mom, who 
was always there for him. 

Then he tells the story of the city 
championship game. The moment when 
he first knew he had the gift to pitch. He 
was 14. He struck out 16 of 18 batters. 
He looks up and in that same soft, hon- 
est tone describes how he “plunked” the 
biggest guy on the opposing team in the 
head ... twice. 

“The first one was by accident,” he 
says. “The second one might have been 
on purpose.” Then he winks. And, in that 
wink, you understand what everyone is 
talking about. 

“Joey Eischen doesn’t bring intensity,” 


said Manager Frank Robinson, “He brings 
insanity. He comes to the ballpark and he 
gives it all he’s got. That’s what you’re look- 
ing for in player.” 

“He’s your typical old- school baseball 
player,” said Brad Wilkerson. “He goes out 
there and fights.” 

HISABILITYTO FIGHT has allowed Eischen 
to persevere through a 16 -year career in which 
the better part of 11 of them were spent in the 
minors. He’s been injured, traded, released, 
brought up to the majors and sent back down 
to the minors — one time right before the 
playoffs. Another time, a pitching coach for a 
new team tried to persuade him to abandon 
his curve ball and start throwing a slider. As 
always, Eischen was brutally honest about 


his thoughts on the experiment. 

“Needless to say, that put me right in his 
doghouse,” Eischen recalls. “But I believe in 
myself. I believe in my ability. I knew if I stayed 
on my path and my course. I’d be OK.” 

He’s been better than OK this year for the 
Nationals. As a reliable middle reliever who 
earned the team’s first win of the season, 
Eischen is the emotional leader of the bullpen. 

“He’s a bulldog,” said closer Chad Cordero. 
“All the guys in the bullpen feed off of that. 
He gets you all Bred up. We go out there and 
try to do what he does.” 

EISCHEN CREDITS HIS MOM, Kathy, for 
his toughness and resolve. As a child, Eischen 
was “very hyper,” which made it tough to sit 
still in class. He spent much of his first two 
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years of school outside the principal’s 
office. So Kathy kept him active and 
involved in sports. Eischen excelled in 
football, basketball and tennis, as well 
as baseball. 

“She never, never, never missed any- 
thing of mine until I signed as a pro,” he 
says. “My mom’s my best friend. I didn’t 
have a dad. I didn’t have a brother my age. 
She stayed on me. Kept me straight.” 

Kathy videotaped every game her son 
pitched. After the games, they’d go home, 
pop the tape in the VCR and critique his 
performance. She’d tell him stories about 
her favorite tough-guy pitchers. Bob 
Gibson, Nolan Ryan and Don Drysdale. 

AFTER THIS SEASON, Eischen looks 
forward to heading home to his wife and 
two children in Tampa, where he coaches 
at the local high school. 

But today, sitting in his chair, wait- 
ing for the start of another battle, he’s as 
intense and focused on winning as he was 
when he was 4, playing tackle football 
with his brother’s teenage friends. 

“When I’m out there it’s a fight,” he 
says. “If you’re afraid to get hit in the 
mouth and taste your own blood, then 
you shouldn’t be in the room with me.”

THERE’S NO SECRET to beating the Philadelphia 
Phillies so far this season: Get ahead early. 

When their opponent scores first, the Phillies 
are 3-5. And when trailing after six innings, forget 
it. Philadelphia is 0-4. 

While that strategy is sound, there’s a catch. 

The Phillies’ pitchers are throwing well and the 
Nationals are still struggling at the plate. 

Despite allowing a franchise record seven home 
runs in a game to the New York Mets recently, the 
Philadelphia starters are off to an excellent start to 
the season, allowing three earned runs or fewer in 
11 of the Phillies’ first 14 games this season. 

While Philadelphia doesn’t have an established 
ace like the Mets’ Pedro Martinez, the combination 
of Jon Lieber (4-0, 2.73 ERA), Randy Wolf (1-1, 4.95 


ERA), Cory Lidle (0-1, 2.61 ERA) and Brett Myers 
(1-0, 0.44) have a combined ERA of just under 4 
and have allowed just 16 walks, the lowest number 
in the National League. 

“All of these teams have good ball clubs,” said 
Nationals hitting coach Tom McCraw. 

“It comes down to execution,” he said. “If there’s 
an opportunity to get the bunt down, you gotta get 
it down. If there’s a situation to move the runner 
up from second to third base you can’t mess it up. 
’Cause you’re going to need every run you can get 
against those guys. 

“If we execute the basic offensive fundamentals, 
it doesn’t matter who we’re playing. We’re going to 
be fine. We’re going to be right there in the ball

Burrell 
Is Back 



IN THE FIRST GAME of the season, the 
Washington Nationals got a first-hand look 
at what the Philadelphia Phillies have been 
hoping to see for the past two years. Heading 
into the season as one of Philadelphia’s big- 
gest question marks, left fielder Pat Burrell 
went 3 for 3 with two runs, two RBI and a 
walk in the opener against the Nationals, 
and he hasn’t slowed down since. 

Through the first 14 games of the season, 
Burrell led the National League with 19 RBI 
and was tied for the lead in home runs with 
five. He had seven more RBI than the com- 
bined total of Philadelphia’s other top slug- 
gers, Bobby Abreu and Jim Thome. 

“He has really picked us up offensively dur- 
ing a time when we have not gotten all our 
offensive guns firing here early in the season,” 
said assistant GM Ruben Amaro Jr. 


Just three seasons ago, 
such early numbers wouldn’t 
have seemed out of the ordi- 
nary for Burrell. After hit- 
ting .442 in three years at the 
University of Miami, Burrell 
was the first overall pick in the June 1998 
draft. He spent a little more than two sea- 
sons in the minors, earning the Paul Owens 
Award as the Phillies’ top minor league play- 
er in 1999. 

A year later, he finished fourth in the rook- 
ie-of-the-year balloting after leading NL rook- 
ies in home runs, extra base hits, RBI and 
doubles, despite playing only 111 games. 

He then set career highs in every offen- 
sive category except stolen bases in 2002. He 
finished the campaign with 37 home runs 
and 116 RBI and signed a six-year, $50 -mil-

lion contract extension. He then promptly 
stopped producing. 

In 2003, his batting average dropped 73 
points, he hit 16 fewer home runs and drove in 
only a little more than half as many runs. 
“The pitchers were getting to know him a 


little better and adjusting to 
him,” Amaro said. “He wasn’t 
adjusting back to the pitchers. 
The other thing is he had a 
pretty large contract to justify.” 

But Burrell is “far too tal- 
ented and dedicated” to give 
up on, Amaro said. So they 
worked with him on hav- 
ing a consistent approach 
at the plate, not worrying so 
much about home runs and 
hitting the ball up the oppo- 
site way. 

Burrell showed signs of 
improvement last year, hit- 
ting .328 with nine hom- 
ers and 36 RBIs through 
the first two months of the

I season. But he struggled 
I with injuries after the All- 
^ Star break, and hit just .226 
after May 20. 

“It was tough,” said Burrell. “Last year 
wasn’t as bad. But the year before that was 
really tough.” This year, he said, he’s “just 
trying to stay consistent with my approach 
and not try to do too much.” 

So far, it appears to be working. 

“Pat’s one of those guys where if he’s 
hot, you’re going to have a tough time,” said 
Nationals catcher Brian Schneider. “He’s 
going to hit the ball to all fields. Last time 
we saw him, that’s exactly what he was doing. 
Hopefully he cools down a little before he 
comes into town.” gary karton

(sen^) Get Off the Tight Rope 


WHILE THE NASCENT NATIONALS have more 
than proven they’re capable of coming from behind, 
it’s getting ahead early that concerns Manager Frank 
Robinson. 

Of Washington’s 64 runs scored through the 
first 14 games, only 9 percent came in the first 
three innings. 

Even during its five -game winning streak, 
Washington scored just two of its 36 runs in the 
first three innings. 

Sixty- three percent of its runs have been scored 
in the seventh inning or later. 

“It’s great to be able to come back at the end of 
the game, but I don’t want this club to start depend- 
ing on it,” Robinson said. 

“It’s really like walking a tight rope if you’re going 


to depend on scoring runs from the seventh inning 
on. That’s not going to work too often. You’ve got to 
put some runs on the board early.” 

It seems as if the Mets’ visit to the nation’s capital 
couldn’t have come at a better time for them. Even 
with ace Pedro Martinez pitching better than he 
has in years. New York has been out- scored 25-7 
in the first three innings through the first part of 
the season. 

But after an early rash of blown chances. New 
York’s bullpen has been exceptional at holding leads.

THEONLY THING that has changed about 
Pedro Martinez is his uniform. In his first 
season with the New York Mets, Martinez is 
still the same. He’s still a fiery competitor on 
the held, he’s still a jokester off the held, he 
still wins, and yes, even though he now pitches 
in the National League where he must bat for 
himself, he still pitches inside. 

“Let me tell you something,” said close 
friend Jose Guillen of the Nationals. “That 
little man, he’s not afraid of no one.” 

He’s not afraid of a change of scenery either. 

Through his 13 -year major league career, the 
5-foot-lO, 180 -pound Martinez has been one of 
the most dominant pitchers of all-time, regard- 
less of where he’s pitched. 

He has a career record of 182-76 with an 
ERA of 2.71. He has won three Cy Young 

Martinez has been every bit as 
dominant with the Mets as he 
was for Boston and Montreal. 


Awards, including his first one in 1997 when 
he went 17-4 with a 1.9 0 ERA and 13 com- 
plete games for the Montreal Expos. He was 
traded to Boston the following year. 

In his seventh and final season with the 
Red Sox last year, Martinez pitched seven 
scoreless innings in Game 3 of the World 
Series and fulfilled his promise of bringing 
a World Championship to Boston. 

BUT MARTINEZ FELT SLIGHTED after 
the season when Boston offered him only a

So he left for New York, signing a four- 
year contract for $56 million. 

Although there were initial concerns 
about Martinez’s health — he’s been on the 
disabled list four times in the past six years 
— in the early going, he’s been every bit as 
dominant for the Mets as he was for Boston 
and Montreal. 

In his first four starts this season, 
Martinez went 2-0 with a 2.17 ERA, averag- 
ing 7.1 innings per start while striking out 38 
and walking just four. 

“He’s just outstand- 
ing,” said Nationals 
Hitting Coach Tom 
McCraw. 

“That’s why he has 


SO HOW CAN National hitters have suc- 
cess against Pedro? 

“You have to go with your strength,” said 
McCraw. “You have to get on a pitch that you 
want to hit — not what he might throw — and 
sit there and hope you get it. But when he’s 
right, there’s not going to be a lot of scoring 
when he pitches.” 

Martinez was criticized in Boston, most 
notability by ace Curt Shilling, for expecting 
special treatment. On opening day last season, 
Martinez left the stadium early following a 


loss to Baltimore. Manager Terry Francona 
responded by saying Martinez didn’t under- 
stand club policy. Martinez had also been 
known to show up late to the park on days 
when he wasn’t pitching. 

But Mets Manager Willie Randolph says 
the sometimes unpredictable Martinez has 
had no such problems in New York, that he 
fits right in with his new team. 

In an April 16 victory over the Marlins, a 
playful Pedro greeted his teammates as they 
came in from the field with a garbage can 
on his head.

1924 I In the span of one

... took part in the best- and worst-played games 
of the 1924 season. 

On April 25, the great Walter Johnson 
proved that, at least occasionally, he was only 
human. The Big Train blewa3-1 lead overthe 
Philadelphia As when Al Simmons smacked 
athree-run homerto leftfield in the sixth. Two 
more runs came across in the seventh, forcing 
Johnson to the showers early in a 6-5 loss. 

They don’t play games like the series fina- 
le with the As anymore. In front of a jam-packed 
crowd of20,000on April26, Philadelphia ace Paul 
Zahniser shut out Washington, 2-0, in a game in 
which neitherteam committed an error and which 


lasted only one hour, 25 
minutes. 

As if a shutout wasn’t 
bad enough, the Nats suf- 
fered a new humiliation in 
the first game of a series 
againstthe Red Sox. Sam 
Rice’s line drive to first 
turned into atriple play. But 
the Nats turned two double 
plays of their own and grabbed a9-6 victory. 

The next day, Washington almost beat 
Boston but couldn’ttopthe weather. Clearly 
fatiguing. Red Sox pitcher Alexander Ferguson 


found plenty of excuses to stall once he saw a 
storm approaching. Sure enough, it poured, 
delaying a Nationals’ rally until afterthe storm. 
With the score knotted at 2 in the eighth, the 
game was ruled atie. 

The Nats would have killed for atie in the ugly 
games of the series, in which Washington gave up 
15 walks in a 15-6 loss. Manager Bucky Harris used 
18 players in a gamethatfeatured every play in 
baseball exceptfor a home run and triple play. 

The weekended with Johnson returningto 
form with a3-2 victory overfuture Hall-of-Famer 
Waite Hoytand the defending champion New 
York Yankees.

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If the House 
Is Rockin’ ... 

As Nationals fans enjoy all things 
new this season, it’s comforting 
to know at last one thing remains 
the same: RFK Stadium. 


It’s still old. It’s still dingy. And 
it still feels like it’s going to fall 
apart when a game gets good. 
Ain’t it grand? 

RFK has hosted plenty of con- 
certs and D.C. United games since 
the Redskins moved to handover 
in 1997, but it hasn’t been this alive 
since the first time Joe Gibbs was 
in town. 

It started on April 14 when the 
sold- out stadium started shak- 
ing as Vinny Castilla and Livan 
Hernandez led the Nats to victory 
over the Diamondbacks in their 
home opener. 

It hasn’t stopped rocking since. 

Cynics might point to the shak- 
ing as the main reason D.C. needs 
a new stadium. Washingtonians, 
on the other hand, point to the 
rocking generated by excited fans 
as what makes RFK so special. 

Sure, some seats are obstruct- 
ed, the hot dogs aren’t always hot, 
and there’s only one scoreboard. 
But there’s something intangible 
in all the stadium’s cracks and 
creaks. It’s called character. 

About 45 minutes north sits 
what is arguably the ideal sta- 
dium — Oriole Park at Camden 
Yards. The park holds more than 
40,000 fans (many of them dis- 
guised as empty seats this year), 
has great food by ballpark stan- 
dards, and, as they say, there isn’t 
a bad seat in the house. 

Camden Yards was designed to 
replicate the past — it was made 
to look and feel old. 

RFK doesn’t need any tricks to 



do either. It is old. It feels old. 

That’s what happens to avenue 
when it’s hosted as many memora- 
ble moments as RFK has — from 
the brawl to end the Senators’ 1971 
season to that Redskins -Falcons 
playoff game in 1992 when fans 
threw their seat cushions onto 
the field to celebrate victory over 
“Neon” Deion Sanders. 

The Redskins left a few years 
later, but the ghosts stayed behind. 
Every time the seats shake, they 
shake loose memories of all those 
Washington- Dallas games. 

By the time a new stadium 
is completed, a new tradition 
of baseball will have taken its 
place alongside the Redskins and 
Senators, and it will be sad to say 
goodbye to RFK again. 

But, of course, a new stadium 
is needed to secure the Nationals’ 
economic stability — and hopefully 
to anchor the revitalization of the 
Anacostia Waterfront. No doubt 
the new park will have better food 
and no obstructed views. 

But let’s hope the seats rock too, 
even if only a little bit, during a sev- 
enth-inning rally, matt swenson 
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From one new kid in Washington to another, welcome to the neighborhood.
